High Court Rejects 
Painting Thief’s Plea 

The Supreme Court rejected 
this month the appeal of a Chi- 
cago man sentenced to eight years 
in prison for the theft of a" valu- 
able oil painting from the college 
library in 1965. , 

Joseph A. Riso, seized by FBI 
agents as he accepted a package 
containing. , the painting from a 
woman dressed as a nun, ques- 
tioned that there was ample basis 
for his arrest without a warrant. 

The court made no comment in 
declining to give him a hearing. 

The painting, “The Virgin and 
Child with St. Nicholas of Bari 
and a Donor,’’ was recovered with 
the FBI arrest of Riso 15 months 
after the theft. 

At the trial a museum curator 
testified the painting was done 
around 1530 by a member of the 
Bellini school in Venice and is 
worth $17,000.

achievement in many areas, but the work of bringing student 
government to its full potential is far from finished. Several 
improvements seem necessary to insure the SA of increased 
effectiveness. 

* Remedying the dearth of social activity on campus 
during weekends would be aided by granting the Coffee 
House $150 per week to provide 'entertainment. Although 
basically a sound idea, the Coffee House has suffered by not 
offering varied or even weekly entertainment to students. 

, * Pep rallies seemed to be a thing of the past this year, 
largely due to the sluggish SA Athletic Committee. Bonfires 
or rallies before perhaps only “big” games surely isn’t too 
much to ask for in support of Puma teams. 

0 Class offices have shown themselevs to be an an- 
achronism in the day when the SA is responsible for the 
campus’ social events. Since the SA presently finances 
all class activities, why not complete the job and incorporate 
the work of class officers into the SA. 

0 Each dorm on campus should be automatically allotted 
funds in the SA budget to use as they please. Contrdl ov6r 
these funds, would be minimal: the hall’s Student Senators 
would only have to draw up a plan'of their^fbpbsed : activity 
for approval by the SA treasurer , in order to receive the 
money. , . 

* Reinstitute the SA daily bulletin. Although written 
with more sarcasm than skill when started this year, the SA 
bulletin still merits "consideration as a means to narrow the 
communications gap between third floor Halleck and dorm 
bulletin boards. 

• ■ V ‘ 

* Define more exactly what matters are the province of 
the SA Executive Board and which are the realm of the Stu- 
dent Senate. This year saw the ludicrous spectacle of the 
Senate being consulted on the rental of a few hundred dollars 
of office furniture while plans for a $20,000 concert were 
decided by four people. 

* Make better use of Halleck Center. Although both 
upstairs lounges and the pool tables downstairs enjoy heavy 
use, the Ballroom and Raleigh Room resemble underground 
garages more than activity rooms. 

* An overhaul of the SA constitution is a pressing need, 
especially in the light of Father Ernest Ranly’s proposal for 
all-college representation. An “all-college” concept should be 
present in the constitution instead of the present distinction 
between the different sectors of the school’s makeup. 

* Bring student government to the students. Although 
SA officers seem eager to visit halls when campaigning, they 
generally retire to the safety of third floor Halleck after 
being elected. The small size arid communal environment of 
Saint Joseph’s is a highly-touted selling point of the school — 
why not really make it so in practice? A visit to one hall by 
one SA officer every month doesn’t seem too much to ask. 

0 Promote more bus trips to girls’ schools for mixers, 
and hold SJC-sponsored mixers in Chicago or other centrally- 
located sites. The success of the freshman class mixer-party 
in Chicago this year should provide a good lesson to next 
year’s social planners. 

The situation of social everits on campus is generally 
conceded to be all but a hopeless case. The only thing that 
will improve the social atmosphere here on any land of a 
permanent basis is a large co-ed enrollment. Any present 
alternatives are either wishful thinking or stopgap measures. 
'And expecting girls’ schools to flock to SJC for mixer week- 
ends has often proved to be a vain hope. 1 

So why not give , serious consideration both to heavily 
subsidizing bus trips to. girls’ schools and to initiating a jxro- 
gram of holding mixers off-campus? 

t— The few points specified above are only the bare out- 
lines for tho work which is needed to be done by next year’s 
SA. But hopefully, they would be a start towards true pro- 
gress in making the SA a more potent and active force on 
campus. — J.A. & S.T.S. 


College Ten-Year Plan Calls For 
$25 Million In Five Key Areas

Projecting the needs of Saint 
Joseph’s for the next ten years 
and setting priorities for attain- 
ing them is the college’s Ten- 
Year Development Plan, a pack- 
age n of programs specifying im- 
provements in five major areas 
aiid ~ coslfhg an estimated — $Ufr- 
million. / 

Compiler of the plan is Father 
Donald Ballmann, C.PP.S., vice- 
president for development for 
foundation and government rela- 
tions, who explains: 

“One of the most important 
gauges used by banks and founda- 
tions in judging what institutions 
are worthy of support is whether 
the institution has done its. plan- 
ning homework. They don’t come 
looking for a school to give to.” 

i «•„ « 

The plan was approved' by the 
President’s Administrative Coun- 
cil in March and is now under 
study by the Foundation and De- 
velopment Committee of the Board 
of Trustees. Presentation of the 
plan to the full Board of Trustees 
is expected in June. 

The five areas covered by the 
plan are physical plant and main- 
tenance; capital construction — new 
buildings or major additions to 
existing buildings; renovation of 
existing structures; improvement 
of .educati onal progra ms; and im-; 
^ovefiienf eduCfftiojial - equip- 
ment. 


PHYSICAL PLANT 
MAINTENANCE 
Solution to the heating plant’s 
problems and installation of a 
complete water treatment" system 
are described by Ballmann as 
“most urgent” in this field. Ex- 
pansion of the heating plant to 
provide for new building-is another 
goal of this priority. 

CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION 
Construction of a new library- 
learning resources center, com- 
bination lecture hall-little theater, 
health center, post office P’ ’. cen- 
tral receiving struct.! e, and ad- 
ditional student housing are pro- 
posed in this category of the plan. 

The new student housing would 
be in the form of modular units — 
apartment-styl e unit s with four 
or five bedrooms, a bathroom arid 
one central lounge-living room. 
Ballmann describes this approach 
to housing as a break-away from 
the “monastic cell” concept ap- 
parent in the thinking behind 
present dormitories. 

“That’s a j'elic from the past, 
a relic we don’t want,” he ex- 
plains. “In years past, there were 
much tighter controls on students, 
and the dorms represented this 
type of thinking. Now, that ‘semi- 
nary approach’ is no longer fol- 
lowed.”

16 months ago^ -and Ts ' now in its 
eighth revision. “No plan can be 
static,” expains Ballmann. “Our 
information - is always changing, 
and the plan must be revised 
regularly, and perhaps often, to 
be realistic and any good at all.” 

Revising the plan will be ex- 
pedited by use of the Computer 
Center under the direction of Ken 
Zawodny. Short revisions and 
changes in the plan are now pos- 
sible through the computer and 
“constructing models to study the 
often - complex interrelationships 
among the various factors involved 
in a particular project” also is 
planned. 

The projections contained in the 
plan were based upon enrollment 
projections for upcoming years. 
Ballmann says that a “conserva- 
tive” estimate of the 1978-79 en- 
rollment is 2250 students, with the 
enrollment slacking off in the 
1980’s from the effect’— ef- birth 
control and family planning.’ 

Financing fdr the plan is ex- 1 
pected from a variety of sources. 
Private foundations, corporate 
gifts, and federal grants — such as 
National Science Foundation fund- 
ing for the proposed science facil- 
ities and money for the library- 
learning center from the Higher 
Education Facilities Act — are 
looked to for aid here.

Dave Riley, freshman pole vaulter who now owns the school record 
in that event, remarked, “We could have had a very good team thi3 
year but we’ve lost many key men due to grades. There is good indi- 
vidual spirit, but bad overall team spirit.” 

And so it goes. The team seems to exist mainly for t he - 

individual gratification of its players. What else could it pos- 
sibly exist for? 

Coach -Robbins echoes this feeling. “The purpose of the track team 
is to give everyone a chance to compete. Each individual should have 
the chance to prove himself. If they have the ability and determination 
they should have the opportunity.” __ 

Personal motivation is sorely lacking, and it will take a 
full-time coach to offer it. He could offer a definite program 
which could bring out much talent not being used. Robbins has
